ROADS AND BRIDGES. 
Tiir. present state of the gnat tho rough - 
fares of trill colony >* daily becoming 
more and more the subject of loud and very 
jut complaint. Never, time the day* of 
good Micni axix, were our highways bo 
unfriendly to pleasant travelling, so ill 
adapted for the carriage ol produce and 
merchandise, or io dangerous to life and 
Both. And the wore! of it it. there ii no 
certain protpr/cl of amendment. The 
road « and bridge a are nut only nrglectrd, 
but deliberately abmJoud t they are be- 
coming, more and more dilapidated every 
day; their ia no preaent provision fur 
their repair; and what frith the helplrta- 
nts of the Hxeculive fjovernmenl, the 
obstinacy of the Legislative Cuuncil, and 
the dormant'}' of the Diatiict muaiciiialilin, 
there teem* no likelihood of any inch 
proTiaiun being made, until the evil shall 
hare heeome |i«al all endurani*. 

tn our paper of the Kb inriant, there 
waa * report of tertain proceed i rigs, on 
thia luhject, in the Dletricl Council of 
Liverpool, The question ia there reduced 
to a definite ihape, The eiiuriuiiy of the 
evil ia admitted both by the Government 
ia their eommunitation* to the CouqcU, 
and by the Council in their communica- 
tion! to the (JovernmeDt. But the (io- 
veftunent complain that the power lo afford 
redrew hat been altogether taken out uf 
their handi ; and the Council, that in their 
hand* auch power hai Uerer been 
placed, The letter from the C-.hjm h 
SHCKarakr, read to the Council by 
the W»an*o«, after to needing that the 
bridge! within the dusnct are ia a 
dilapidated, and nine of them in a dan- 
|erouj atale, and that, if atteudeii to im- 
mediately, a moderate mm would put 
them in repair j proceed! •■> »tate the caar 
aibttareett the ttovemment and the public ; 
aawety.thal by the Act or Parliament the 
roadaand bridge* are placed under the 
care of the Diatrict Councils; that up to 
the beginning of the year I till, they were 
under the charge of the Colonial Engineer, 
that in voting tbr eetimatet for 1844, the 
entire department of that oficer waa at ruck 
out by the L^gi>laiivc Council , that, 
farther, tbe autu of £4.000 to meet unfurr ■ 
, and to be thereafter 
1 for, had alto been atrucls out of 
I for iM5.thuir.fiii (the cue- 
tomary vote of credit) being the only one 
againM which the ti"» «»« could coniti- 
lutionally charge auch eitienari aa the 
repair of brtdge* ; and that Hii Kxcellency 
mtket thU communication to the Council 
IB order that it may be clearly underetond 
that be baa not the mean, of affording to 
tbe l.li unci Council* any aaiiaUnce in the 
repair of road* and bndgca. 

Hereupon tbe Council pata a acrid of 
reaoltniont, to the effect, that, in common 
with Hit Kieellrncy, they deplore the 
dangeniui attic uf the hi at hers road run- 
ning through their dittrict ; that the 
manryt erialng from the toll* truuld, if 
jodiciouily etp.nde.1, have maintained the 
road* in proper repair, and at tho** money • 
half barn received by the Government, 
i bey call upon the Government m place 
the mediand bridge* in a ami nd condition , 
that Hit Excellency be reqaeaterilo nana- 
far to the Council all the tolli now levied 
within their diatrict, and empower them 
oll-houtea. where ihey may deem 
thai Hli EKcrllenry be alas 
requeatedto aaaiat them with cuovirl la- 
bour; that upon thete condiiinot they 
will take charge of the mad* and 
bridge* within their diatrict, and do 
their belt to maintain tbrm in good re- 
pair ; and, finally, that ihry aaatrt the 
priaciple that they who uar tbe road! and 
bridge* are bound entirely and eaclutively 
to maintain them In a ttate of repair, tod 
therrfure nothing w hairier nhall induce 
Lheaa to do iht* by direct taxation of ihe 
local retidenta. 
It will he tern from thia, that rite only 



the GoTernrneBt heing, or not being, 
povte-ted of fund" applicable to the exi- 
gency. Tlicfii.ierTimenl insert they half 
nunr, becauae nut only ha* il>- dfj.irl- 
(bent uf ColuutaL Engineer been clein 
a*rept away, without any prnviiion 
havi u g hren made fur carrying on to 
much of it* butineu a* related lu niadji 
and hridgei, hut even lltr cuitoniary 
vute of rreilil l.ai been wholly refu»ed. 
All Ihi* ii perfectly true ; nor do 
I he Diunct Councillor* all em pi to deny 
it j hul they atarrt that the Guverniiu'm 
haijng hilherlu received the wlmle of the 
tolls, are bound forthmlh to expend thr 
aaiDP in mending ihe liighwnys. Thin, 
too, in true in part. The tolls have all 
Moiled into the colonial consuhdiilfd fund , 
but, oner depijited in tlmt genernl reacr- 
vuir, they Cannot he pumped (mtk again 
without an Act uf Cuuncil The CI pirn - 
nut haa no control over the expenditure 
of the revenue hut such as ia vetted in 
him front year to year hy the Appropri- 
ation Act, The Liverpool Council would 
aeem to hate overlooked thia fact, or they 
would not have to worded their retolution* 
a* to make it appear that they thought Hit 
Excellency could take money out of the 
Treasury whenever he thought proper, and 
tpend it according to hit own fancy. He 
may, to be sure, in hit next Financial Mi- 
nnie, and in hit Katimalet for 1 8 IB, recom- 
mend to the Legiilative Council lhat 
all revenue! derived from toads be ex- 
pended on road*. But, meanwhile, ihe 
appropriation of toll* ia a* much beyund 
hi* Jitcretion at that of custom*' duliet. 

Nor are we prepared to subscribe to the 
rather dogmatical assertion of the Liver- 
pool Council, lhai the (nils, if applied to 
Ihe road* and bridges, would have been 
found sufficient to " maintain ihem till 
now in proper repair," The revenue de- 
rived, in the year 1814, from all the tolta 
and ferries in the colony, the Port Phillip 
dittrict alune excepted, amounted to no 
more than £ I7ii7 5a. , and it will hardly 
be contended that with such a sum a* this 
all the mad* and bridge* could have been 
kept in the condition in which roada and 
bridge* ought to be. 

We should hetttate, moreover, to admit 
the principle asserted hy the said Council, 
" for its permanent guidance, 11 that they 
who use the toads and bridges arc buund 
rmiirtly and twiiutirrly In maintain them 
in a state of repair. By those who " uae" 
the roadi is meant those who travel iijwji 
them , to that the tirupniitiun is, that the 
maintenance of the public thoroughfare* 
ahuuld be provided for entirely and exclu- 
aively out of thr tolls. But, applied to 
the great ruads which, in contradistinction 
fhim parochial or district, may be called 
cotunial, it ia not trur that traveller* are 
the only penobi who " use'' them. 
They are indirectly used by the whole 
community. We are all interested in the 
traffic carried on upon them. They are 
the arteriet through which the wealth 
of ihe colony circulates. 1, ike ihe waters 
nf the haibour aud of the high seas, Ihry 
are cummon property - the channels of 
national commerce. It would Le only 
reasonable, therefore, that for the making 
and maintaining of roads of this class, 
the general revenue thou Id contribute its 
quota. 

We have noticed thete proceedings at 
Liverpool, partly lo ahuw that the present 
disgraceful state of our roads and bridges 
is not chargeable upon the Government, 
whose hands are compleiely tied up, bin 
upun the improvidence uf the Legislative 
Council ; and partly, and chiefly, to point 
oul the necessity of tome comprehensive 
legislative measure fur Ihe correction uf 
this monstrous evil. Jt i* to be hoped 
Mr. Robinson will resume the subject at 
f.n early atage of the approaching session.

The Chair wa* taken tt twenty minute* past 
seven, by the Lord Hiihop of Australia, who 
Bi H-eeded to open the buiincss of the mectiiijr 
by prayer. 

After the prayer, the Bishop rose to address 
the kneeling upon the mailer* relative to which 
they had assembled He knew not (hessid) 
where they could behold a more gratifying 

rtacle than that which ho had then before 
in the full general meeting of tha Pxrochixl 
i Association* of ihi* City. These Aasocixtions 
| hsd originally been established in the manner 
he might almost .ay of an experiment, having 
for it. toundttion the grttt *nd general desire 
| of tbe projectora to promote the interests and 
extend th. piincjple* of the National C'liurrli of 
Ei inland, bow far these AtanciaiW would 
tuciccd in their object, dm* no doubt 
would aolva ; but as fir as they bad hitherto 
' gone, thia experiment, if auch it might be 
I called, had not only met with unanimous 
approbation, bat bad been blessed with the 
most satisfactory results ; and he had no doubt 
that thay would have permanent arounda for 
rejoicing in ita suoeea*. These, institution* bad 
originated In th* necetaily of raising fund* to 
supply the place of those' which won, in lb* 
first instance, furnished by tba Govern merit : 
for at the autaet til the fund* for parochial 
purpose* were that furnished, and such an 
arrangement wa*, indeed, iiicbapenssbU in a 
country when there wen, virtually, nn pa- 
rishioners.

of repairing the ■cvera! churchet and parsonage 
houses, the assistance afforded by the aaaocin- 
tions was very areai, ptrlitulltly at leaqiecied 
that part of their operation*— pcrhBpi the [ 
matt important of all -which applied to the I 
maintenance of the schools, lie trusted that 
the meeting would that night leave proofs thtt 
the exertions of the aatocUtioni in thtt depart- 
ment had not been unsuccessful. Since they

pursued. It wat hardly necetttry to say that 
the otjeal* to which he bad called the attention 
of tha meeting, were th* main object) which 
the parochial associations hxd in view; but be.

About Ave yean 
ago, their funds were found to fill far short of 
the amount necesaary for defraying the con- 
tingent expense* of public worship and of 
education ; while on the one hand the aid from 
ihe (iovernmeni wt* becoming mote rettTictod, 
on the other tb* lliooetan Committee had 
nniiiiHick-ni resources to carry out Ihe numerous 
and important object* which they bad in view.
